Ing ten oMces, 190 Ly B4 fect ench tn dimeuslons, The
main entrance 8 on P econd street, which opens tuto
n Epacious hall 16 reet wide, nNoored with marble,
abd running throvgh the contre of the balding to
the buck street, Toals hall is nsoked on bath sides
with oMechi—twentv-two In number—of spaclous
dimeuntions, and intended for rental and as a soures
of 1evenue,

e two principal oMees have their main entrance
on Becond strect, and Its dimensloos are 36 feot
wide, 39 feet Jong, sud 25 feet pigh, with doors com-
munjesting to other rooms for groater accommoda.
tion if necossary. Thus the entire space on the first
foor i divided ‘nto 8 haill 801 rwente.two oM eag,
I'he helght of story I8 24 feet in the clear, From the
flvor we ascend Iuto the “Chamber of Commerce™
by & grand stalrcase of black walout inlald with
caustle the, get io with Koman ceaent, 'Tils stalyr-
cage s bholll In clrenlar form In the centre of the
butiding. the rotunda thus formed being 82 fect in
dismeter. "The ceiling is 72 feet from the Qoor of the
maln entrance.

The grard hall rune throogh the entire main bhuafld-
tog, and is 150 feet long by B0 feet wide, The walla are
huvdsomely Anishied with pllasters and eaps at 1n-
tervala, supporting the rieh stucco cornices and
highly ernawe celling, Both walls and colling are
peinted in fregen, and execated with grest taste and
ukill, In the centre uf the celling Is a cironlar Agure
of Justice in fresco, with numerous clusters eni-
blematic of the arts, selence, agricaltare, and com-
meree, distributed through the entire surfmce, At
the corners of the celling are 1o be gean portraits of
Waslington, Penn, Clsy, and Franklin. The entice
floor is Hghted by windows on all the fuur sldes,
affurding sweple and equal light to every part of the
chnmber,

The spaces on elther plde of the tower are fenced
off with massive waluut ratlings, and (nrnished with
tatles and racks of the same matsrinl, sod these (n-
closures are intended for reaoing-room saod #he
transgaction of business. The north and aonthwast
walls are suppiled with washetanda with marble
vips and woll-nrravged fixtares, aud the east end a8
relieved by & magnificent rortruim, with stalrease at
each end, of very clahorate design., The materinl
of this, as well ns of the entire farnitare, 1s solid
walnat, ‘The tables distributed thropghout the hill
are tuir'y In pumber, with white murble tops one
inch and a half thick, the woud work beiog of
polished Anfsh,

The entire bullding is heated Ly steam apparatus,
the heawtbeing difused by registers In differvnt parts
of the commercinl room and oflces, and smple ven-
Ulation s provided for by means of shafta placed at
intervale in the onter walls, .
